T he soldier returned to the b a r ra d ,s 
and, seizing his rifle, announced he 
w as going to kill the white man.

along to work 
well done, and also 
wipe out old scores they had against 
w hite citizens on account of alleged 
m istreatm ent. 
T he negroes retu rn ed 
to th e b arrack s afte r “shooting u p ” the 
town, and 
m any of them h u rtled )' 
cleaned the guns for the Inspection 
A pparently the soldiers from only one 
com pany participated in the raid, al­ 
though practically the entire battalion 
know what soldiers had done the shoot­ 
ing. 
Many of the negroes belonging to 
this battalion enlisted at Galveston in 
1905, and retu rn ed to this city after 
being discharged.
